Menlo Park City Councilmen 
are moving ever closer to the 
time when they must act on a 
controversial freeway agree- 
ment with the State Division of 
Highways. 

Tuesday night’s regular coun- 
cil meeting may be the time. 
It begins at 8 p.m. in the coun- 
cil chambers. 


At least, City Manager John 
R. Johnson said the state- 
proposed agreement will be 
on the agenda. The council 
may decide to defer action 
to a later time. 


The drawing power of the 
word ‘freeway’ was demon- 
strated Tuesday night when 
150 concerned residents visited 
the council study meeting for 
a peek at detailed aerial maps 
‘of the Willow Freeway route. 


They saw a depiction of one 
of the most complicated free- 
‘way -to-freeway interchanges 
between San Jose and San 
Francisco. It was the point 
where Route 107 will cross 
Route 101. 

And they asked pointed 
questions of the Council, 
hoping to get some inkling of 
Council sentiment for or 
against the agreement. They 
weren’t successful. 

The agreement calls for clos- 
ure of certain city streets af- 
fected by the freeway route. If 
the city decided to reject the 
agreement, the freeway project 
would be dead. 

Council members and audi- 
‘'3nce members alike asked 
questions of J. C. Black, assist- 
ant district engineer from dis- 
trict IV of the division of high- 
ways. 

Black, a veteran of many 
freeway hearings, handled 
the often difficult and inter- 
esting inquiries with aplomb. 
He also introduced E. J. Ste- 
wart, design engineer ,and 
George Kimura, project en- 
gineer. Kimura, Black said, 
is one of the best “inter- 
change artists” in the depart- 
ment. 

The Route 107-Route 101 
complex was his design. 

This interchange and the de- 
sign of Route 107 access to and 
from Alma Street and El Ca- 
mino Real brought forth most 
of the questions. 

A number of people said 
they believed the Willow Free- 
way-El Camino Real access 
plan would create more local 
traffic problems than it solved. 

The design was hampered by 
the closeness of the Southern 
Pacific railroad tracks. Prompt- 
ed by Mayor Lawson, Black 
said he would have preferred 
a full clover-leaf at El Camino 
| Real — but that there just was- 
n't enough room for it. 

“In other words, then, this 
is a poor solution,” said Law- 
son. 

The plan shows a depressed 
freeway going under Alma 
Street with on-and-off ramps | 
there, proceeding under the 
railroad tracks, and under El 
Camino Real near San Francis- 
quito Creek. All access to El 
Camino is via ramps which 
‘curve back to the west side of 
the major north-south traffic 
varrier. 

Vehicles which wanted to] 
head north would have to stop | 
for a traffie light at El Camino 
Real and make a left turn. This 
was the place where some peo- 
| ple felt that traffic jams might | 
| be generated. | 
| Black averred that the de- | 
| sign was the best possible 
| one under the circumstances. 

The peculiarities of freeway 
‘travel were outlined by Coun- 
;cilman Donald Horstkorta. 
| Once headed east on Route 107, 
| you wouldn’t be able to make 
a full circle at the big Route! 

| 101 interchange and turn back | 
west, he noted.

have two alternatives—a right 
turn along 101 leading to the!

Vandalism as Common Here As Elsewhere, Parents Told 


‘Citizens of the Menlo-Ather- 
ton community are not im- 
mune to the problem of vanda- 
lism and other juvenile prob- 
lems that exist in the United 
States and other parts of the 
world. 

With this thought in mind 
representatives of all 20 
schools within th environs of 
Menlo Park and Atherton, 
school administrators and po- 
lice officials met with the Men- 
lo Park Elementary PTA Co- 
odinating Committee at the 
board of education building re- 
cently. 

Police Chief Leroy A. Hub- 
bard of Atherton and Inspec- 
‘tor. William Kieler of the Men- 
lo Park Police Department in- 
formed those present of the 
problems in the area. When 
tasked what citizens could do to 
help correct the problem, Chief 
Hubbard and Inspector Kieler 
said they felt greater commu- 
nication of information to par- 
ents would be of great assist-

Attorney Morton MacLeod, 
representing the hospital, said 
he would appeal the planners’ 
decision before the Menlo Park 
city council. 

The planners then moved to 
amend the wording of their 
zoning ordinance, so that the 
classification, “convalescent 
hospital,” as distinguished 
from “general hospital,” would 
be more carefully spelled out. 

In other actions, the plan- 
ners: 

—Okayed a proposal to re- 
subdivide a 20,000 square-foot 
lot at 1355 Santa Cruz Ave., 
into two lots. G. Edmondson 
was the applicant. 

—Approved plans for an in- 
dustrial building at 149 Jeffer- 
son Drive in Bohannon Indus- 
trial Park. 

—Approved plans for an of- 
fice-warehouse building at 165 
and 169 Jefferson Drive, in the 
industrial park also. 

—Approved a sign to be con- 
structed at St. Bede’s Church, 
Sand Hill Road and Monte Ro- 
sa Drive.

To Build ‘Juvenile Decency’ 


It’s been nearly 100 years 
since the first boys’ clubs were 
founded in the United States, 
and their numbers have grown 
steadily since. 

The first clubs were estab- 
lished in New England in the 
late 1860’s by community 
groups that felt the need for a 
non-sectarian organization pro- 
viding leadership, after school 
and evening activities for the 
less privileged boys. 

Boys’ Clubs of America was 
founded in 1906 by the then 
existing Boys’ Clubs for their 
mutual benefit and the promo- 
tion of the movement. It was 
incorporated in Massachusetts 
in the same year. 

On Aug. 6, 1956, Boys’ 
Clubs of America was grant- 
ed a Congressional Charter, 
the only boy guidance organ- 
ization to be so recognized 
in 40 years. 

The purpose of the organiza- 
tion is to promote the health, 

social, educational, vocational 
and character deveiopment of 
boys throughout the United 
States.

The professional staff also 
furnishes information, recruits, 
trains and furnishes personnel, 
carries on training courses, in- 
stitutes and conferences; con- 
ducts national programs and 
projects; plans buildings, 
camps, equipment and furnish- 
ings; publishes periodicals, bul- 
letins and pamphlets; advises 
and assists Boys’ Clubs with 
their problems and plans, and 
publicizes the Boys’ Club 
movement throughout the Un- 
ited States. 

The national staff includes a 
field staff which advises and 
helps local professional staff 
and board members.

Boys’ Club Questions, Answers 


Q. Why is the Boys’ Club 
being established in Menlo 
Park? 


A. The need for a Boys’ Club 
in this community has been de- 
termined by residents and busi- 
ness people of the area. Nu- 
merous persons and groups 
have long labored to provide 
one. The City of Menlo Park 
has cooperated by making land 
available upon which to build, 
and many prominent organiza- 
tions and individuals have en- 
dorsed and supported the proj- 
ect in various ways. These folks 
believe that concerted action 
is needed now to provide this 


Boys’ Club at the earliest pos- 
sible date. 


Q. Where is the Boys’ Club 
being built? 


A. Tthe location is at Alpine 
Avenue and Market Place at 
the Ringwood Avenue pedes- 
trian over-crossing of Bayshore 
Freeway. 


Q. What facilities are pres- 
ently being constructed? 


A. A unit or clubhouse which 
will contain a gymnasium, arts 
and crafts shop, games room, 
library, locker room and club 
meeting rooms. 


Q. Won’t a local Boys’ Club 
merely “duplicate” what is 
already being done by other 
organizations and programs? 

A. Positively no. Although 
existing organizations are do- 
ing a good job within their 
means, it is a recognized fact 
that no single organization nor 
program is capable of answer- 
ing the needs of all boys. Like- 
wise, all present combined re- 
sources are unlikely to solve 
all the problems. There is a 
definite place here for the 
unique and positive contribu- 
tion a Boys’ Club can make. 


Q. How does a Boys’ Club 
function? 


A. The informal atmosphere 
of the Boys’ Club results in pop- 
ularity and heavy usage by its 
boy membership and enables 
the staff through personal in- 
terest, understanding, and qual- 
ity boy-appeal programming, to 
influence and guide boys con- 
structively. This is accompnish- 
ed through the boys’ participa- 
tion in numerous informal ac- 
tivities and special events and 
more formal groups such as 
athletic teams, glee club, dra- 
matics, rifle instruction, driver 
education, community service, 
boy government and others. 
Boys are encouraged to accept 
group responsibility and effort 
is made to develop leadership. 
Family interest and coopera- 
tion and participation is en- 
couraged. 

Q. Is the Boys’ Club pri- 
marily for underprivileged 
boys? 


A. No. It is for all boys 7 
through 18 years of age. Al- 
though it is true that the Boys’ 
Club is designed to provide a 
“home away from home” for 
some of its less- privileged 
members, the program and ac- 
tivities are equally appealing 
to any active American boy re- 
gardless of his background. It 
provides for some of the basic 
needs of boys in a wholesome 
way. 


Q. When and how often 
may a Boys’ Club member 
use the Club? 


A. He may attend the Club 
any day after school, after- 
nhoons or evenings, Saturdays, 
and all day during his school 
‘vacations. There is no limit to 
the amount of use he wishes 
‘to make of his club. Attendance 


is voluntary and occurs during 
a boy’s free time. What hap- 
pens during this most import- 
ant “free time” can have a ben- 
efiical or detrimental affect on 
his sense of values and charac- 
ter. 


Q. How much will it cost a 
boy to belong? 

A. The dues for membership 
will be $1 per year. The dues 
are kept low so that the poor- 
est boy may belong on an equal 


‘basis with all other boys. If he 


is unable to pay the dues, he is 
given the privilege of earning 
the amount. The payment of 
dues sharpens his sense of be- 
longing. 
Q. Who will staff the local 
Boys’ Club? 


A. The Boys’ Club will be 
staffed by men who have dedi- 
cated their lives to boys work. 
Heading this staff will be an 
executive director selected by 
the Board of Directors from 
several applicants recommend- 
ed by Boys’ Clubs of America. 


Q. When will the Boys’ 
Club be completed? 


A. The club will be complet- 
ed just as soon as its resources 
make this possible. Immediate 
and favorable response of a 
maximum number of individu- 
als, groups, firms and organiz- 
ations can accelerate the proj- 
ect and the date of its availa- 
bility to boys. In the final an- 
alysis a voluntary undertaking 
such as a Boys’ Club is the re- 
flection of the concern and 
ability of the particular com- 
munity upon which it depends.

In some case, Foley said, 
people who are severely dis- 
abled do not realize that they 
are eligible for social security 
insurance benefits. 

In other cases the disabled 
person has taken the advice of 
relatives, friends, or neigh- 
bors who themselves are not 
familiar with the social securi- 
ty disability insurance pro- 
gram, he said. 

Social security district office 
representatives will give what- 
ever assistance is needed to 
help workers apply for their 
disability benefits.
